In  addition  to  being  a  scholar,  Mr. 
Haggen  Is  somethinR  of  an  athlete, 
harboring  a  distinct  penchant  for  the 
more  arduous  forms  of  exercise,  such 
as  mountain  climbing  and  football. 
During  his  summer  recesses  he  has  been 
known  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time 
in  the  Rocky  Mountains,  exercising  his 
limbs  and  at  tho  same  time  .sluilylng 
the  country.  Tennis  is  another  favorite 
pastime  of  his,  and  he  Is  reputed  to  bo 
no    mean    exponent   of    this   game   either.

Although  not  so  far  advanced  as  at 
the  same  time  last  year,  bfiing  from  a 
week  to  ten  days  later  due  to  the  dry 
cool  weather,  with  the  showers  that 
have  been  prevalent  and  th«  warmer 
days  of  the  past  week  the  wheat  has 
Improved  and  In  looking  well,  Thp  av- 
erage height  of  the  wheal  Is  from  four 
to  six  Inches.

Length  of  Craft  Now  Building 
for  C.P.R.  Thought  to  Imply 

'■  a  Change  of  Wharf  Accom- 
modation. 


Very  great  Interest  was  aroused 
locally  by  the  publication  by  The  Col- 
onist yesterday  of  an  Interview  with 
Capt.  Troup,  superintendent  of  the  C.  P.- 
R.  coast  steamship  aervice.  wherein  the 
dimensions  of  the  new  Prlnoessea  now 
under  construction  In  Scotland  wore 
made  known.  The  length  of  the  craft 
was  given  as  nearly  four  hundred  feet 
— to   be  exact,   395   feet. 

Proirlnent  shipmasters,  familiar  with 
the  navigation  of  the  Inner  Harbor,  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
practically  Impossible  to  bring  vessels 
of  such  length  Into  the  C.  P.  R.  docks 
at  .Tames  Bay,  and  as  a  consequence, 
there  Is  widespread  speculation  aa  to 
what  may  be  the  plans  of  the  oosnpany 
In  respect  to  the  docking  o*  the  new 
ships. 

It  Is  known  that  the  Charlotte,  ma- 
terially shorter  than  the  new  Princesses 
now  building,  has  long  been  regarded 
by  shipping  men  as  the  limit  In  size  for 
safe  navigation  In  the  Inner  Harbor, 
and  It  Is  held  to  be  practically  certain 
that  the  company  will  dock  the  new 
ships  either  at  the  Outer  Harbor  or  at 
new  slips  to  be  built  at  some  point  in 
the   neighborhood    of  West   Bay. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  recall  In  this 
connection  that  during  the  visit  to  Vic- 
toria last  year  of  Mr.  I.ouls  Coste,  chief 
engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment at  Ottawa,  when  he  made  an  cx- 
haustivri  inquiry  Into  the  problem  or 
harbor  development  and  selected  the 
site  of  the  breakwater,  he  expressed  the 
opinion  that  West  Bay  could  be  utilised 
with  great  advantage  to  accommodate 
shipping. 

The  matter  of  wher«  the  new  Prin- 
cesses are  to  dock  l«  held  to  be  of  the 
greatest  Importance,  as  In  the  event  of 
new  wharves  being  utilised  ■  by  the 
C.  P.  n. — As  would  seem  to  be  impera- 
tive— this  would  Imply  the  creation  of 
a  new  commercial  area  In  some  part  of 
(he  city  not  as  yet  developed  along  thesg 
lines.

Great  Britain.  France.  Italy,  Brasll,

At 
present  too_many  teachers  did  not  ap- 
parently realise  t5ie  worlt  of  that  edu- 
cation which  went  on  after  school  hours. 

Ab  a  first :  step  towards  realizing 
their  Ideals  In  the  administration  of 
booka  and  all  that  followed,  they  were 
endeavoring  to  get  an  auequate  library- 
act  passed  for  the  Province.  Thev 
would  like  to  see  it  made  possible  for 
outlying  districts  to  levy  ti  xes  for 
the  maintenance  of  a  central  library 
such  as,  for  Instance,  that  of  VlctoiJa, 
which  should  be  partly  maintained  by 
the  surrounding  municipalities  who 
made  use  of  It.  They  would  like  to 
see  the  formation  of  a  llblary  dep.irt- 
ment  In  the  Gbvernment,  with  a  live 
organizer  at  Its  head.  This  rlepart- 
ment  would  Inclurle  a  referey.;e  and 
traveling  library  branch,  and  woulfl 
take  up  the  organization  of  district 
Xbrarlps  and  act  as  general  adviser  and 
instigator  to  all  library  developm«nift 
in  the  Province.  It  would  also  ktep 
In    touch    with    the    outside    world. 

Mrs.  Bickford  described  the  start 
liiK  of  the  library  at  Colwood,  and  wns 
heartily  congratulated  by  Mr.  Schole- 
field  on  the  fact  that  It  was  the  first 
in  the  Province,  though  a  Ladyrfnilfh 
delegate  announced  that  they  owned  a 
nucleus  of  books  presented  to  their 
Farmers'  Tnsilltiite_  for*  having  the 
largest    memb»'rjfihlp    In    the    Province.

Up  to  now 
the  library,  at  the  Parliament  Bulld- 
Ingf-  had  not  been  able  to  give  the 
public  any  ser\lce  owing  to  la«.k  of 
room,  biit  In  the  new  buildlnK  they 
would  have  the  he."'t  library  west  of 
Toronto.  They  had  now  00,000  to  70,- 
000  books,  and  the  building  had  been 
planned  large  enough  for  the  needs  of 
the  future.  For  Instance,  there  were 
to  hf  nine  miles  of  shelving.  Mr.

If  Can- 
ada were  having  a  normal  growth  of 
population  there  would  be  found  plenty 
of  men  for  the  Held,  but  with  such  an 
Incoming  of  people  from  all  nations  It 
required  a  revival  In  religion,  not  of  the 
wlld-flre  sort,  but  a  deepening  of  the 
coneclence. 

"We  can't  get  a  supply  of  suitable 
men  from  homes  where  real  estate 
prices  form  the  staple  of  conversation," 
said  Dr.  Chown.  "We  Methodists  need 
men  who  will  sacrifice  much  for  re- 
ligion. 

"When  I  look  across  the  seas  and  I 
see  what  Lloyd  George  has  done  In 
placing  on  the  statute  books  of  the 
United  Kingdom  the  first  perfect  ex- 
pression of  the  '.Sermon  on  the  Mount' 
that'  ever  was  on  the  statue  books  of 
any   country." 

A,  storm  of  applause  greeted  this 
statement.  "That  sort  of  legislation 
will  have  greater  power  than  any  naval 
bill  or  army  bill  could  have.  It  is  for 
u.«i  in  Canada  ato  locate  an  able  states- 
man to  oarry  through  legislation  which 
works   for  a   vitalized   nation," 

Dr.  Chown  warned  the  young  minis- 
ters from  the  danger  of  thinking  they 
are  too  hig  for  their  Job.  There  never 
was  a  man  quite  big  enough  to  be  a 
Methodist   preacher,   he  told  them.

There  was  one  practice,  however,  far 
too  cominon  among  teachers,  which  he 
would  censure.  His  department  bad 
safegruarded  the'  teacher  when  going  to 
a  new  district  by  ensuring  that  no  dis- 
missal could,  take  place  until  the  end  of 
a  termj  and  then  only  after  due  notice. 
This  had  been  found  necessary  as  in- 
stances •  had  occurred  where  if  the 
teacher  did  not  board  with  a  certain 
person,  say  tb«  secretary  Qf  the  board, 
she  did  not  hold  her  job  long.  But 
though  the  jVct  thus  safeguarded  the 
Interests  of  tilte;  ttecher.  It  also  imposed 
on  the  teaeh(ir  the  obligation  not  tc 
leave  in  the  ntlddle  of  a  term,  even  if 
a  better  poattion  came  alon^,  but  this 
they  far  too  often  disregarded,  and  it 
waa  a  practice  that  needed  checking. 

Dr.  Roblinfon.  advocated  the  beautify- 
ing of  the  school  grounila  aiij9  out- 
houses by  tree  planting,  the  removal 
of  stumps  and  rocks — but  hot  on  to  the 
roads — and  the  Interesting  of  the  chil- 
dren in  the  breeding  of  pur^-bred  stock 
to  keep  them  on  the  farm*.

News  was  brouRht  by  the  Sanult', 
Maru  that  1,500  Japanese  Immigrants 
were  landed  at  Santos,  Brazil,  on  May 
16.  They  are  the  vansfuard  of  a  great 
population  to  be  sent  to  South  America 
to  become  a  pSjrt  of  the  first  permanent 
Japanese  colony  In  Brazil  under  the  Sao 
Palo  colonization  agreement  recently 
entered  into  between  Japan  and  Brazil.

Paris,  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  Ar- 
menian question  was  on  the  eve  of  set- 
tlement. •

a  permanent  commission  should  be  de- 
spatched to  Armenia  for  the  purpose  of 
e.stablislilng  International  cbntrol.  Has 
received  the  approval  of  Nubar  Pasha, 
provided  that  the  commission  consists 
partly  of  Europeans.  M.  Papazlan  also 
stated  that  the  scheme  of  reform  adopted 
by  the  I'atrlarchate  of  Constantinople 
had  been  placed  before  the  ambassadors 
In  London.

HARBOR  SUPERVISION 


aSr.    Thomas    Sorby     Urges     Better    Xn- 
foroement   of  Begnlatlons  Qov-  :.  .>. 
•rnlag  Navigation 


Urging  upon  the  city  the  neeeitslty  of 
having  proper  police  supervision  oyer 
the  Inner  Harbor,  Mr.  Thomas  Sorby, 
secretary  of  the  Inner  Harbor  Associa- 
tion, has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
City  Council  the  present  lack  of  any- 
thing like  proper  enforcement  of  regu- 
lations prohibiting  the  discharging  of 
refuse  matter  from  boats,  tleing  up  of 
booms  at  polhts  whore  they  interfere 
with  navigation,  the  discharge  of  sew- 
erage from  the  outlet  In  the  James  Bay 
Ceusewa.v,  and  other  acts  which  prove 
a  menace  to  the  individuals  and  inter- 
ests using  the  harbor  waters.  Mr.  Sor- 
by also  calls  attention  to  the  general 
neglect  on  the  part  of  owners  of  small 
craft  using  tlie  harbor  In  the  way  of 
adequate  lights  on  boats.  He  suggests 
that  It  Is  the  duty  of  the  city  or  some 
properly  constltutecl  authority  to  see 
that  the  rules  of  the  Marine  and  Fish- 
eries Department  are  enforced,  and  that 
tho  guilty  parties  are  convicted  and 
fined.  These  fines,  he  bcHevcs,  should 
be  collected    by  the  city. 

Mayor  Morley  stated  at  last  night's 
Council  meeting  at  wl||{^  Mr.  Sorby'a 
recommendations  were  considered,  that 
he  had  brought  the  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the.  local  agent  of  the  Marine 
and  Fl.^herlen  Department.  <ind  the  ques- 
tion of  the  proper  Bupervi«lon  of  the 
harbor  hn.i  been  referred  to  the  Gov- 
vcrnmcnt. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  referred  to  the 
dumping  of  garbage  at  sea,  opining  that 
this  Is  not  being  done  far  enough  out 
In  the  Straits,  with  the  result  that  much 
of  tho  refuse  floats  back  upon  the  water 
front. 

The  yoJ'ce  rommlBsloners  will  also 
look   Into    the   matter.
